SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer printout entitled Sascia06.jpg is classified as: 

Unrestricted. 

The publication is a computer printout of a colour photograph that has been 
downloaded from the Internet and printed out onto an A4 size sheet of paper. The title 
Sascia06.jpg is typed across the top of the page. The photograph presents a distorted 
image of a semi-naked girl sitting on the carpet looking at the viewer. The girl is 
wearing a short skirt and has one of her knees up. The girl’s genitals and chest are 
obscured, either by black and white horizontal lines or the general poor quality of the 
image. Consequently although the publication exploits the nudity of the girl, it only 
does so to a limited extent and degree. When considered alongside the ambiguity 
surrounding the likely audience and purpose of the publication, the Classification Office 
finds that the availability of the computer printout is unlikely to be injurious to the public 
good. 

Given the unclear nature of the image, and the lack of context regarding the 
publication’s likely audience and purpose, the Classification Office is of the view that 
any restriction on the availability of the publication would not be a reasonable limit on 
freedom of expression, as outlined in s5 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
